A Westview first == 


A dozen volunteers, technicians and nurses couldn't 
handle the crowds at the first annual WESTVIEW BLOOD 
DONOR CLINIC, 

One hundred and forty Emery students were bussed to the 
clinic in the morning while eligible Westviewites attended 
in the afternoon, ‘Together the two schools have taken the 
lead in total donations unparalleled anywhere in North 
York for the year so far, 


Of the 300 potential donors at Westview, 70 percent rolled 


up their sleeves and gave. Mrs. Parker, district co- ordina- 
tor for the Red Cross declared 15 minutes before the 3 p, m. 
official closing that they would work overtime to accomo- 
date those still waiting, some for an hour, The crowd 
backed up beyond the gym doors spilling into an adjacent 
hallway. 

When the clinic finally closed, over 330 units of blood 
were collected, In retrospect it seems a small part of the 
900, 000 units needed by the Red Cross yearly but never the
